Forest Service 
Trade Opposed 


Proposal To Take 
Bureau From Dep’t 
Of Agriculture 


The administration move to trans- 
fer the U. S. forest service from the 
department of agriculture to a new 
department of conservation, 
changing management of 191% million 
acres of California land and resources, 
and the California State Chamber of 
Commerce is strongly opposed.
